ing. Lime juice with charged water, 
a ginles rickey, ha.s been found to 
be as palatable a drink as with the 
the alcoholic content, the flavor of 
the lime h.aving formed the chief at¬ 
traction so far as flavor went in this 
drink. Limes are also useil now in 
making ices as a variant to the lem¬ 
on and orange ices, the characteristic 
flavor making a vry fiene ice. The 
lime as a flavoring for iced tea in 
place of lemon is also a new use for 
this flnely flavored fruit. It is al.so 
the chief component of flavoring 
syrups which have recently been put 
upon the market for the making of 
summer drinks. The flavoring of lime 
juice in fruit salads and gelatin pud¬ 
dings has become a popular one, 
thanks to the recipes .sent out by 
growers of citrus fruits, who have 
.shown many new ways of employ¬ 
ing this flnely flavored fruit formerly 
restricted almost wholly to beverages. 
It Is not a stunted lemon as popu¬ 
larly believed, but a distinct spe¬ 
cies of the citrus family and with a 
flavor entirely Its own and distinct 
from the lemon or grapefruit.
